Iimay be a good time now, 
when the Village taxes are being 
mailed to all property owners 
and those doing business in the 
Village, to remind our citizens 
of the responsibilities of our 
council for which they receive 
no remuneration and very little 
thanks from their fellowcitizens 
for the services rendered year 
after year. 


The reyenue received to carry 
on Public Improvements, such 
as streets, sidewalks, park and 
cemetery, come from the taxes 
paid each year. 


If the current taxes-were paid 
100 percent each year the amount 
collected would be $4000.00; so 
that itis easily seen that the - 
councillors have to be very care- 
ful in their budgeting as there is 
much to be done, bur little 
money with which to do it. 


In looking over the work done 
this summer and the improve- 
ments carried out, we, as citizens 
should have little to criticize. 
The merchants may feel that the 
main street should have been 
oiled, but the council is not to 
be held altogether responsible 
for not carrying this out, 

Arrangements were made 
earlier in the year to. have-the 
viling done, but with so much 
rain in June and the Village not 
being in a position to scarify the 
streets. as required before oiling, 
this matter was passed up. 

Apart from this many improv 
ments which have been under 
consideration for some _ years 
have been carried out. The high 
grading of the south road from 
the highway~into Crossfield is 
something done which many 
citizens have been agitated for 
n recent years, forinthe winter 
jmonthsthis approach was always 
more or less drifted with snow 
and has been an expensive toad 
to keep in repair, With a good 
layer of gravel next year it will 
be a credit to the Village.

T recently heard the remark 
ehat most of the poor crops seen 
in parts of the district (and 
other districts) are due to poor 
farming more than to drought 
or hail, There isa good deal of 
truth in that observation, for 
when you see a good crop ora 
good summerfalluw one side of a 
road and a poor crop on the 
other, common sense w2ll tell you 
that something more. than 
weather conditions is responsible 
Lack of suitable equipment does 
not explain the difference. mod- 
ern agriculture implements make 
it possible to get the work done 
quickly and on a larger scale, 
but not necessarily better. 
Because we know that some of 
the poor looking fields were 
“farmed’’ with modern equip 
ment, good work at the right 
time, the right cropin the right 
place, has more influence than 
modern machinery, which we 
have not always had, aud some 
good farmers do not have yet, 

Actually. with the wonderful 
improvement in cultural imple- 
1nente, there is no excuse for 
poor farming practises, 

Of course the matter cannot 
be so easily dismissed. There

That which was Spread in the 
business section in 193k had a wax base, 
while the present og contains a tar 
base, which tends to bind tne dust into 
an asphalt surface. Here’s hoping the 
area will be increased next year.

THE CANADIAN WHEAT BOARD 


‘5,000 Bushel Limit on Deliveries of 1939 Wheat 


Thursday, August 24, 1939 


REGULATIONS 


1, No person shall sell to the Board wheat which was not grown on 
the farm or farms which such person owns or operates, or to the product 
of which such person is otherwise entitled. 


2. Every person who sells wheat to the Board in breach of the fore- 
going regulation shall be guilty of an offence and punishable on summary 
conviction by a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars or by imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding one month. 

PROVISIONS FOR ESTABLISHING THE SYSTEM OF 
DEALING IN WHEAT UNDER THE CANADIAN WHEAT 
BOARD ACT FOR THE CROP YEAR 1939-40, MORE 
PARTICULARLY WITH REFERENCE TO THE 6,000 


BUSHEL LIMIT. 


RULES AND INSTRUCTIONS 


The Canadian Wheat Board will buy 
1939 wheat during the crop year 1939-40 
on the following basis: 


1, The sale of 5,000 bushels at the 
fixed price is the limit of benefit which 
any grower may derive from the Can- 
adian Wheat Board. In addition to buying 
from the grower, the Board may of course 
buy wheat from landlords, vendors, mort- 
gagees, or others entitled by contract or 
operation of law to wheat grown by some- 
one else. If any person from whom the 
Board is entitled to buy wheat sells less 
than 5,000 bushels of wheat to the Board, 
wheat grown on the same farm or group 
of farms operated as a unit may be pur- 
chased by the Board from any other 
person from whom the Board is entitled 
to purchase wheat, but the Board will not 
buy more than 5,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on any one farm or group of farms 
operated as a unit. Subject to such limi- 
tation the Board may buy more than 
5,000 bushels from a landlord, vendor, 
mortgagee or other person s0 entitled. 


ILLUSTRATION A—The Board may 
purchase from each grower-producer not 
more than 5,000 bushels of wheat grown 
by him in the crop year, 


ILLUSTRATION B—Where a grower 
producer sells 5,000 bushels of wheat 
grown on one farm or group of farms 
operated as a unit, the Board will not 
buy from any landlord, vendor, mortgagee 
or other person entitled as aforesaid any 
further wheat produced on such farm 
or group of farms, 


ILLUSTRATION C—Where there is a 
mortgage on the farm and the owner- 
grower sells to the Board 3,000 bushels 
of wheat grown on that farm, then the 
mortgagee can sell to the Board only 
7,000 bushels of wheat grown on that 
arm, 


ILLUSTRATION D—Where in such cir- 
cumstances there is a landlord or a ven- 
dor, as well as a mortgagee, the total 
sales of the landlord or vendor and mort- 
Ragee can only be 2,000 bushels. 


ILLUSTRATION E-—Where a mortgagee 
receives 2,000 bushels of wheat grown on 
each of 10 farms, and in each case the 
owner-grower sells 3,000 bushels or less 
to the Board, the Board may buy the 
whole 20,000 bushels from such mort- 
gagee, 

ILLUSTRATION P—Where land is 
leased, tha tenant-grower and the land- 
lord will be treated in the same manner 
respectively, as the owner-grower and 
mortgagee in the above illustrations, 


ILLUSTRATION G—Employees and de- 


money wages, in case wer and 
employes respectively will Se tremsed in 
the same manner as owner-grower and 
mortgagee in illustrations above.

In such a the 
Board will have to exercise discretion in 
the light of the general principles illus- 


trated above. The following further illus- 
trations indicate the general policy in 
such cases: 
(a) Where one man has title to 
several farms and leases one or more 
of them to sons or other dependents, 
the Board will buy wheat from such 
lessors or lessees to the same extent 
. that they will bny wheat from any 
other lessors or lessees, 


(b) Where one man has title to 
several farms which are operated by 
sons, for instance, whether heads of 
family or not, each such son must 
have a lease or agreement of the land 
he operates from his father entitling 
him to wheat grown by him thereon, 
if the Board is to buy such wheat 
from such son, or if the Board is to 
buy more than 5.000 bushels from all 
such farms combined. 

(c) Each person actually engaged in 
the production of wheat on estab- 
lished community farms will be 
treated in the same manner as a 
grower-producer in illustrations 
above, whether the community is in- 
corporated or unincorporated, The 
community may sell in place of any 
or all of such actual producers, but 
the name of the actual prodncat and 
of the community must appear on all 
documents relating to sales to the 
Board. Prior to making deliveries, the 
community must provide the Board 
with a statutory declaration listing 
such actual producers, this list to be 
subject to investigation by officers, 
agents or employees of the Board. 

8. The expression ‘‘group of farms 
operated as a unit’’ as herein used means 
a group of farms which are prepared, 
tilled, seeded, harvested and whose pro- 
duct is marketed, by the same equip- 
ment and the same help, used indiscrim- 
inately on the group of farms. 

4. If its effect would be to increase 
the quantity of wheat which the Board 
might buy, no mortgage, lease, agreement, 
transfer or other document or trans. 
action whatever, made or entered into 
after the first day of May, 1939, will be 
recognized, except where the circum- 
stances in the opinion of the Board show 
that it was not designed for the ype 
of so increasing the amount of wheat 
which the Board might buy, or where 
such mortgage, lease, agreement, trans- 
fer or-other document or transaction is 
approved by the Board. 


5. Each time anyone sells wheat 
to the Board he represents that 
such sale is within the limit above 
set out. (N.B.—Selling wheat to 
the Board in excess of such IIimit 
constitutes the offence of obtaining 
money by false pretences under the 
criminal law, and is an offence 
under the Canadian Wheat Board 
Act. Such offence is punishable by 
a heavy penalty and Imprisonment.) 


6. Every person who sells wheat 
to the Board which was not grown 
on the farm or farms which such 
Person owns or operates, or to the 
product of which such person is 
otherwise entitled, shall be gulity 
of an offence and subject to a heavy 
Penalty and imprisonment. (Such 
a sale would also constitute the 
crime of obtaining money by false 
pretences under the Criminal 
Code.) 


7. All persons taking any part in 
sales of wheat to the Board in 
breach of the law are Ilable to 
prosecution.
